"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that beavers have
historically played a significant role in maintaining the health of
wat ersheds in the Pacific Northwest and act as key agents in riparian
ecol ogy. The live trapping and relocating of beavers has |ong been
recogni zed as a beneficial wildlife managenent practice, and has been
successfully utilized to restore and maintain stream ecosystens for
over fifty years. The benefits of active beaver popul ations include
reduced stream sedinentation, stream tenperature noderation, higher
di ssol ved oxygen levels, overall inproved water quality, 1increased
natural water storage capabilities wthin watersheds, and reduced
streamvelocities. These benefits inprove and create habitat for many
ot her species, including endangered salnon, river otters, sandhill
cranes, trunpeter swans, and other riparian and aquatic species.
Rel ocating beavers into their historic habitat provides a natural
mechani sm for inproving the environnmental conditions in Washington's
ripari an ecosystens wthout having to resort to governnental regul ation
or expensive publically funded engi neering projects.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 77.32 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The departnment shall offer a beaver relocation permt that
allows the holder or the holder's agent to capture live beavers in the
areas of the state where el evated beaver popul ati ons are considered a
nui sance, transport the beavers, and release the live beavers on
property owned or managed by the permt hol der. Priority of issuing
permts nust be based on properties in which beaver populations are
consi dered a nui sance.
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(2) The departnent may limt the availability of beaver relocation
permts to areas of the state where:

(a) There is a low probability of released beavers becomng a
nui sance,

(b) Conditions exist for rel eased beavers to inprove, nmaintain, or
manage streamor riparian ecosystem functions; and

(c) There is evidence of historic endem c beaver popul ations.

(3) The departnent may condition beaver relocation permts to
maxi m ze the relocation's success and mnim ze risk. Factors that the
departnment may condition incl ude:

(a) Stream gradient;

(b) Sufficiency of the water supply;

(c) Stream geonor phol ogy;

(d) Adequacy of a food source;

(e) Proper site elevation and valley w dth;

(f) Age of the beavers rel ocated,

(g) Times of year for capture and rel ocation;

(h) Requirenents for the capture, handling, and transport of the
live beavers;

(i) M ninmm and maxi mum nunbers of beavers that can be relocated in
one area; and

(j) Requirenents for the permt holder to initially provide
suppl enental food and | odge buil ding material s.

(4) The departnent shall provide beaver relocation permts at no
charge to the applicant.

(5) The hol der of a beaver relocation permt nust either obtain a
trapping |icense under RCW 77. 65.450 or enploy a trapper |icensed under
RCW 77.65.450 to capture and transport the beavers that are to be
rel ocat ed.

(6) Nothing in this section creates any liability against the state
or the beaver relocation permt holder nor authorizes any private right
of action for any damages subsequently caused by beavers released
pursuant to a beaver relocation permt.

(7) For the purposes of this section only, beaver may be rel ocated
from west of the crest of the Cascade nountains to areas east of the
crest of the Cascade nountains, but may not be relocated to any area
west of the crest of the Cascade nountains.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. A new section is added to chapter 77.36 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Whenever the departnent undertakes the trapping of nuisance or
probl em causi ng beavers, the departnment nust, iif the option is
avail abl e, capture the beavers with a live trap and work with the
hol ders of beaver relocation permts issued under section 2 of this act
to relocate the beavers onto properties that have requested their
pl acenent . "
